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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The remarks and exhibit have been cosidered, they 

are not presuasive. The applicant argues that the invention provides the unexpected advantage that the time heating the dug layer is 

reduced. Applicant attempts to demonstrate this through the use of exhibit A. The examiner is not persuaded for three reasons. First, 

applicant has not provided any evidence that this reduced heating time is an advantage, i.e. there is no evidence that heating longer is a 

detriment to the active agent. Secondly, applicant has ignored the fact that the prior art (Nogami EP1391212) teaches direct lamination of 

one active agent-containing layer to another (paragraph 27). Without the required heating time to dry the intermediate layer, there is no 

reduced heating time. Third, assuming arguendo that the time saving existed and was beneficial, the 23% ((782-602)/782) reduced heating 

time (the 30% figured by applicant would be the time extension over the instant method -- 30% longer -- not a reduction in heating time) is a 

difference of degree not kind. For all these resaons the rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 103 is maintained. 

Note that the amendments to the claims have been entered and the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 have been removed. 

Note that the double patenting rejection will be removed upon review and approval of the terminal disclaimer by USPTO legal staff. 
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
